or loading, broke out last night, caus- 
ng the probable loss of seven lives 
ind a financial loss estimated at be- 
ween 53,000,000 and $4,000,000 before 
t was subdued. Five of the missing 
ien were members of the crew of the 
teamship. Among them were two of 
he ship's officers and the chief gun- 
ler of the British naval crew aboard. 


Vice President J. M. Davis of the 
Baltimore & Ohio said it was the be- 
ief of the railroad offlcia s that the 


-e was of incendiary oriigin,^as_crecl^ 


flames leap from piers 0 and 8 at five 
points almost simultaneously. Already 
the police in their investigation have 
arrested one man. The piers represent- 
ed a value of $1.500,000; the merchan- 
dise stored in them $1.500.000 and the 
teamer and cargo $500,000- 
The steamer will be.towed into shal- 


low water and scuttled in order to ex- 
tinguish the fire which was still burn- 
ing in her hold at 11 a. m. 
The steamer, which docked 
yester- 
day afternoon, had on board SO anti- 
submarine shells from a, British 
port. 
These exploded with loud reports when 
the ship took fire. 
Chief of Police Lehigh of the Balti- 
more & Ohio began an investigation 
.immediately of the report, of the pier 
watchman, that he saw live or six men 
Ivmp from pier No. 9 just as the flames 
iroke out. The piers have been under 


armed guards for a number of months. 
Several 
months ago a 
quantity of 
dynamite was found in a. loaded grain 
car in one of the elevators of the rail- 
road at Locust Point. 
The grain was 
intended for one of the allies. The car 
was traced to its loading point in tho 
central west and found to have been 
loaded by Austrian stevedores. 
Pier 10, loaded with wheat for ex- 
port, was in danger of being burned 
early today and only a fire wall stood 
between the fire and this pier and two 
others. Baltimore & Ohio officials felt 
confident of saving these piers. 
A number of department of justice 
operatives were reported to be on thn 
scene several hours after the flre was 
discovered. 
The customs house authorities savetl 
their records on pier S, but those on 
pier 9 were destroyed.

i?!one to receive the rites of the dying1, 
but an opportunity for "religious ser- 
vices of his own faith in the institu- 
tion," be his faith what it may, Prot* 
ostant.

sion any insult to his religion? It ia 
peculiarly in line with Catholic precept 
and discipline which makes, "religious 
exercises" a matter of supreme moral 
obligation.

Section 
12 of the same act gives the governor 
power to delegate his authority under 
the act to any city official, or to any 
person whatever." 


Mayor Curley forwarded Mr. Mans- 


field's letter to the governor, but it Is 
Useless to expect Gov. McCall will do 
anything of this kind. 
It would be 


against his principles. 


Meanwhile,

THE 
ITALIAN DISASTER 


Viewing the Italian situation in the 


most favorable light, it is extremely 
bad for the allies.

Moreover, no licensee will bo per- 
litted to "sell or deliver to any per- 
son any food commodities if the li- 
censee knows, or has reason to bc-- 
lieve that such sale or delivery will 
give to such a person a supply * * * 
n excess of his reasonable require- 
ments for use or sale by him dur 
ng tho period of 60 days next suc- 
ceeding such sale or delivery."

The offices of Governor MeCall were 
filled all day with advisers .of. his par- 
ty, urging him to activity else the par- 
ty may suffer defeat through his in- 
action. 
Governor McCall declined 
today 
to 
make public any statement regarding 
the charges of Mr: -Mansfield that the 
storage warehouses of the state are 
"jammed full of 
poultry and 
other 
foodstuffs". and 
that 
extensions 
ot 
storage time are 
being granted 
that this food 
might 
remain until 
Thanksgiving of this year. 
The gov 
ernor only would say that he has re- 
ferred" the matter to the food adminis- 
trator and the state 
department 
of 
health for investigation. 
It is the. contention, of .Mr. Mansfield, 
and neither the governor nor the food 
administrator has oenied it that mil- 
lions of pounds of foodstuffs 
are 
in 
storage in Boston while the prices re- 
main sky-high. Much of the material 
is said to have been kept in the ice- 
boxes1 so long that it is decayed and 
never can be used. 
Governor McCall 
declares 
that Mr. Mansfield 
should 
take the matter up with the ledera! 
authorities instead of with him, 
but 


Mr. Mansfield replied that last year's 
legislature gave the governor 
enor- 
mous power to act in such cases, and 
that the governor accepted the pow- 
er when he signed the bill. 
The act is known as 
the 
defence 
act and was approved last May 26. 
Under the authority which it gives to 
the state's chief executive the 
gov- 
ernor may, with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, "take possession; 
(a) of any land or buildings, machin- 
erv or equipment; O>) of any 
horses, 
vehicles, motor 
vehicles, 
aeroplanes, 
ships, rolling stock of steam or elec- 
tric railroads; (c) of any 
cattle 
or 
poultry or any provisions for man or 
beast, and any fuel, gasolene or 
any 
means of propulsion which 
may 
be 
necessary or convenient for the use of 
the milUary or naval forces 
of 
the 
commonwealth or of the United States, 
or for the better protection or welfare 
of the commonwealth or its 
inhabit- 
ants.—and may, when in his opinion 
the public exigency so requires, sell or 
distribute gratuitously to 
or 
among 
any or all

inhabitants—and 
may fix minimum and maximum prices 
therefor."

vention ot the United Textile Workers 
of America the delegates 
authorized 


the national officers to order strikes in 
all the woolen mills of Philadelphia, 
which will not grant the increase of 53 
a week asked by 
the 
woolen 
yarn 


weavers, the strikes to go into effect 
tomorrow morning. At the close of the 
ir.eeting telegrams were sent to officials 
of labor organizations in Philadelphia, 
informing them to call a general striki 
tomorrow morning unless the demand 
is granted. 
The woolen yarn weavers 


employed in Philadelphia, about 1MO in 
number, have already been granted an 
increase of $2 a week, but they want 
an extra dollar. 
At the opening of the session Inter- 


national President John Golden made a 
report o£ his work in connection with 
his recent trip abroad. 
Mr. Golden had 
been sent to Great Britain to investi- 
gate the textile industry and labor or- 
ganizations and also what effect 
the 
v,ar had on both. His report was taken

The strike at the Beningholfer wool- 


en mills at Hamilton, Ont., was taken 
under consideration and it was voted 
to subscribe the sura of 5500 toward 
the strikers' fund, while the executive 
council was instructed to finance the 
fight that is now going on.

BALTIMORE, Md.. Oct. 31.—A disas- 


trous fire which wrecked two of the 
finest of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
terminal piers at Locust Point, and 
spread to a British steamship that 
had just docked at one of the piers 
for loading, broke out last night, caus- 
ing the probable loss of seven lives 
and a financial loss estimated at' be- 
tween 53,000,000 and 
?4,QGG,000 before 


It was subclued- 
Five of the missing 


men were members of the, crew of the 
«teamship. 
Among them were two of 


the ship's officers and the' chief gun- 
ner of the British naval crew aboard. 


Vica President J. M. Davis of the 


Baltimore & Ohio said it was the be- 
lief of the railroad officials that the 
fire was of incendiary origin, as cred- 
ible witnesses stated that they saw 
flames leap from piers 9 and S ,at five 
points almost simultaneously. 
Already 


the police in their investigation have 
arrested one man. The piers represent- 
ed a value of $1,500,000; the merchan- 


dise stored in them $1,500,000 and the 
steamer and cargo $500,000. 
The steamer will be towed into shal- 


low water and scuttled in order to ex- 
tinguish the lire which was still burn- 
ing in her hold at 11 a. m. 


The steamer, which docked 
yester- 


day afternoon, had on board SO anti- 
submarine shells from a British 
port. 
These exploded with loud reports when 
the ship took fire. 
Chief of Police Lehigh of the Balti- 


more & Ohio began an investigation 
immediately of the report of the pier 
watchman, thai .he saw five or six men 
jump from pier No. 9 just as the flames 
broke out. The piers have been under 
armed guards for a number oi' months. 
Several 
months ago a 
quantity of 


dynamite was found in a loaded grain 
car in one of the elevators of the rail- 
road at Locust Point. 
The grain \vay 


intended for one of the allies. 
The car 
was traced to its loading point in tin1 
central west and found to have been 
loaded by Austrian stevedores.

n6rt, was, in clanger of being burned 
early today and only a fire wall stood

days." 
Moreover, no licensee will be per- 


mitted to "sell or deliver to any per- 
son any food commodities i£ the li- 
censee knows, or has reason to be- 
leve that such sale or delivery will 
jive to such a person a supply * * * 
n excess of his reasonable require- 
ments for use or sale by him dur 
ng the period of 60 days next suc- 
ceeding such sale or delivery." 
With respect 
to 
some 
commodi- 
:iea only a 30 days' supply may bt- 
leld. 
Exceptions are made of commodi- 
:ies produced in great abundance at 
certain seasons, sucb as fruits, vege- 
tables, fish, poultry, eggs, dairy prod- 
ucts, cottonseed products and others. 
These may be held in sufficient quan-
